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NOTHING ACCOMPLISHED. 


Orders have issued IVoni 1he War Department, for 


the discharge from border duly of all national guard 
•rrrgani/ations, which means that the military force 
011°Mexican patrol duty will soon be decreased by 
about 50,000 men. Before arrangements could be 
started for carrying out the recall orders fresh out- 
*ages have been committed by Mexican banditti. 
Armed bands of Villistas and Zapatistas have in- 
faded United States territory to murder and pil- 
lage. 


These circumstances serve to remind the country 


that the Mexican situation is where it was in March, 
.1916, when Columbus, New Mexico, was attacked 
ind the Pershing army was ordered to invade Mex- 
ico. -No improvement has been visible within eleven 
Months. 


In the meantime over §300,000,000 have been ex- 


pended on account of the Mexican troubles. About 
one-thiyd of this sum would have been necessary to 
Support.the regular army organization in its usual 
employment, but the remainder is chargeable to the 
.'government's Mexican policy, which lias proven in- 
effective.

JIKOREASING TH1D DEATH BOUNTIES. 
Drafting of the 1917-1J11S revenue bill by Congress 


Included a proposal to increase the federal tax on 
estates by fifty percent. 
This goes in under tbe 


beading of "emergency laxes" and will add about 
S22JOOOjOOO to the annual revenue of the govern- 
ment. An interesting investigation of the different 
State,inheritance (axes has been made and results 
•compared'by-a writer in the New York Times An- 
nalist, one. of the leading financial journals of the 
country. California is again placed in a conspicu- 
ous position before the country. 


A hypothetical estate of ^10,000,000 was taken for 


illustration of the working of the various State tax 
rates; and of thirty-two States which have inberi- 
Taiice tax laws California leads all the rest in greed- 
iness. Qf 'such an estate California collectors would 
confiscate §1,449,150. Arkansas, the next most ava- 
ricious State, would take §782,810; Utah would 
take §498,900; Nevada, §492,750; New York, $396,- 
f>JjO; and so ou down to North Carolina, which 
would claim only §74,985.

.JAPAN'S NEW -POLICIES. 


It is probable that Japan lias emerged from the 


recent government crisis with a cabinet that is des- 
tined to give more stability and consistency to the 
country's foreign policies, and thus promote the in- 
terests of Japan, even though domestic p6litics are 
!i bit troubled. The Terauchi ministry has not. yet 
justified the charges of its critics that it is a reac- 
tionary and autocratic instrument of the Elder 
Statesmen \vhioh will involve the country in mis- 
fortune. On the contrary, it has given evidence of 
n more accurate appreciation of its duties thau any 
rreceding cabinet of the last several years. 


The Emperor adopted drastic methods in order to 


give his premier a free hand. He first ignored un- 
broken practice and constitutional implication by 
approving the appointment: of a non-political cabi- 
net. 
gle member of the House of Representatives; ou the 
other hand, several members of the House of Peers 
were chosen. The ESmperor met the noisy opposition 
1o this move by promptly' dissolving Die House of 
Representatives, which for 1hc present, suspends 
constitutional government in Japan. Ever since the 
birth of political parties in Japan the cabinets have 
included representatives of all parties and it was a 
bold move for the former military governor of 
Korea, Marshal Count Terauchi,. to disregard the 
politicians. 


Obviously the new premier does not consider it 


•the better part of wisdom to trust the government 
to politicians in critical times. The dissolution of 
the lower house of the Diet was planned by the 
Elder Statesmen, a non-constitutional body, but 
who wield a great influence in the government. 
They are the "old guard," the clansmen of the older 
regime. Prince Ynmagata, Marquis Matsukata aud 
Marshal Terauchi are the leaders of this obligarchy 
of old masters that has temporarily brought about 
the restoration of full imperial prerogatives. 


It is undoubtedly a good thing for Japan that she 


is to have a reign of rational conservatism. For the 
lime being the voice of the parliamentary leaders 
who use jingo sentiment against the United States 
(o advance one political project and the element in 
favor of more oppressive action against China for 
another, will be silenced. Premier Terauchi may 
be a reactionary and a militarist, but such policies 
as he adopts will not be born of local political op- 
portunism. 


The peaceful and fair settlement of the issue with 


China arising out ofithe attack on a Japanese garri- 
son in Manchuria is the first important -sign that 
he wjll be independent. And the report, by way of 
Petrograd, that the Tokyo government will not be 
influenced by the much magnified 
controversies 


with the United States in embarrassing this coun- 
try in its present difficulties with Europe is evi- 
dence of an intelligent understanding of Japan's 
larger interests.
